his Command he went abroad, and hla 
extravagance grew more pronounced 
His father died, leaving his son a con- 
ditional yearly income of $80,000.

young man's allowance of $80,000 per 
annum.

When the couple landed in" America 


it was not known definitely whether or 
not the wedding had taken place.

The law of tbe state does 
act permit election of senators by tbe 
people, and this Was simply a test 
rote. What Is moat Interesting is tbe 
fact that tbe candidate that would 
have been elefcted,.by; the people is not 
tbe one whicli- would bare been desig- 
nated by tbe legislature. Senator Gear- 
in Is tbe present iacumbent and was a 
candidate m tbe recent test election, 
bot tbe_ majority, of the popular rote 
was In favor jof his adversary. The 
majority in .the present legislature is 
of tbe same 'political faith as Sena- 
tor Gearin; consequently his election 
would have been assured, but In view 
of the fact that 'the expression of pop- 
ular opinion was against bun be has 
advised the legislature to select his ac 
versary instead. 


That the election of senators by th 


people will soon be the law in man; 
states, if not all, is quite evident. Sue 
action must be secured by an amend 
ment to the constitution. Already rep 
resentatives of nineteen states have 
requested congress to call a convention 
for the purpose of submitting a const! 
tutional amendment. 


It Is well known by" all members o;

MEN HONORABLY DISCHARGED 


Columbus, O., Dec. 22.—In reply to 


numerous questions concerning the 
record of the Sixtieth Ohio regiment, 
which has Jjeen called into contro- 
versy by a statement contained in 
President Roosevelt's message to con- 
gress transmitting the evidence and 
records relating to the dismissal of 
the negro troops of the Twenty-fifth 
regiment, Adjutant General Critchfleld 
issued a statement, in which he says: 


"The muster-out rolls in the adju- 


tant'general's office, Columbus, copies 
of which were furnished by the war 
department, show this regiment to 
have been mustered out and honor- 
ably discharged on Nov. 10, 1862, at 
Chicago, EL, by T. O. Bain, captain 
Eleventh United States infantry, mus- 
tering officer." 


Adjutant 
General 
Critchfield 
de- 


clares "It is a mystery on what author- 
ity the statement has been made that 
this regiment was discharged because 
it was disorganized, mutinous and 
worthless." The Sixtieth Ohio was 
organized, according to Adjutant Gen- 
eral Critchfield's statement, on Feb. 
25, 1862, and mustered into the ser- 
vice on April 27 the same year. 
"Wil- 


liam H. Trimble of Hillsboro was 
colonel of the regiment. It served in 
West Virginia and Maryland until its 
capture at Harper's Ferry oa Sept. 15, 
1862. 
The members were paroled as 


prisoners of war and marched to An- 
napolis, and from there transported 
by rail to Camp Douglas, Chicago, 
along with. 4,000 other men. "While 
in the 
detention 
camp," General 


Critchfield says, "much dissatisfaction 
arose, as the men were idle and un- 
armed, but nothing seiious occurred 
except the destruclipn of some prop- 
erty, consisting of barracks and lum- 
ber. 
This matter was investigated by 


a board of survey, .which found that

and

Macklin, retired.

Asiatic labor on the ooast. I want to 
see for myself whether the objections 
to the, employment of coolie labor In 
Panama are well founded."
